Since we wrote you on the fst inst. we have no 
alteration to notice in the price of any articles ex- 
cept Flour and Wheat, which have most unexpect- 
edly advanced, sweet Flour at 46s a 48s per bbl. 
and foreign Wheat to}lsa13sper70lb. How to 
account for this satisfactorily, when the average 
is falling, we cannot; the last return was 85s 2d. 
Our fine weather continues uninterrupted—some- 
thing like the months of May and June with you— 
and the harvest most prowisingly abundant. The 
want of wind and water might account for a rise 
in Flour, but it would, from the same cause, tend 
to depress Wheat.
